Iraq Reprisal Killings Mount 


At least 87 men found executed in latest round of retaliation 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Iraqi authorities found at 
least 87 corpses — men shot execution- style 
— as Iraq edged closer to open civil warfare. 
Twenty-nine of the bodies, dressed only in 
underwear, were dug out of a single grave 
Tuesday in a Shiite neighborhood of Baghdad. 

The bloodshed appeared to be retaliation 
for a bomb and mortar attack in the Sadr 
City slum that killed at least 58 people and 
wounded more than 200 two days earlier. 

Iraq’s Interior Minister Bayan Jabr, mean- 
while, told The Associated Press security offi- 


cials had foiled a plot that would have put hun- 
dreds of al Qaeda men at critical guard posts 
around Baghdad’s heavily fortified Green Zone, 
home to the U.S. and other foreign embassies, 
as well as the Iraqi government. 

A senior Defense Ministry official said the 
421 al Qaeda fighters were recruited to storm 
the U.S. and British embassies and take hostag- 
es. Several ranking Defense Ministry officials 
have been jailed in the plot, said the official, 
speaking on condition of anonymity because 
of the sensitivity of the information. 


Police began unearth- 
ing bodies early Monday. 
The gruesome finds con- 
tinued throughout the 
day Tuesday, police said, 
marking the second wave 
of sectarian retribution 
killings since bombers 
destroyed an important 
Shiite shrine last month. 

In the mayhem after the golden dome atop 
the Askariya shrine in Samarra was destroyed, 
more than 500 people have been killed, many of 
them Sunnis and their clerics, steven r. hurst (ap)

Judge: Moussaoui Trial to Continue 


Prosecution weakened 
after coached witnesses 
barred from testifying 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. I The judge in the 
Zacarias Moussaoui trial dealt a 
serious blow to the government’s 
death-penalty case Tuesday, barring 
roughly half of the prosecutors’ key 
witnesses because a federal lawyer 
improperly coached several of them 
on their testimony. 

U.S. District Judge Leonie 
Brinkema rejected a Moussaoui 
defense request that she go further 
and dismiss the government’s death- 
penalty bid for the al Qaeda conspir- 
ator outright. She put off resumption 


of the trial until Monday to give the 
government a chance to appeal. 

Justice Department spokeswom- 
an Tasia Scolinos said the ruling was 
being reviewed. While not address- 
ing the likelihood of overturning it, 
she added that “it is important to 
remember” Moussaoui has plead- 
ed guilty and at a minimum will be 
imprisoned for life with no chance 
of release. 

Testimony from the barred wit- 
nesses was to make up about half 
of the government’s case, prosecu- 
tors have said. 

Brinkema imposed the sanctions 
after being informed that a lawyer in 
the federal Transportation Security 
Administration, Carla Martin, had

urged seven witnesses from the 
Federal Aviation Administration 
to read trial transcripts and had 
prepared them for certain ques- 
tions on cross-examination. 

Federal rules of evidence prohibit 
witnesses from exposure to trial tes- 
timony because of the possibility they 
will alter their testimony based on 
what they learn. Brinkema detailed 
the rules in a pretrial order. 

Moussaoui is the only person 
charged in this country in connec- 
tion with the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks. 
He pleaded guilty in April to con- 
spiring with al Qaeda to hijack 
aircraft and other crimes, but he 
denies any involvement in 9/11.

Wallace Leaving ‘60 Minutes’ Post 


N E w Y 0 R K I Mike Wallace, the hard- 
driving reporter who has been with 
“60 Minutes” since its start in 1968, 
said Tuesday he will retire as a regu- 
lar correspondent on the show this 
spring. 

A television news legend who 
was the last person an accused 
wrongdoer would want to see on 
his doorstep, Wallace said he’ll still 
do occasional reports for the show. 
CBS News President Sean McManus 
referred to him as a “correspondent 
emeritus.”

7 Missing After Dam Bursts

Floodwaters consume 
houses on Hawaiian 
island, leaving 1 dead 

LIHUE, HAWAII I An earthen dam 
burst on the Hawaiian island of 
Kauai on Tuesday, sweeping away 
houses in a torrent of water 150 yards 
across. One person was killed and as 
many as seven others were report- 
ed missing. 

The Kaloko Reservoir dam gave 
way without warning after days of 
heavy rain, washing out the island’s 
main coastal highway used by thou- 
sands of residents and tourists. 

Search crews recovered an 
unidentified body, Coast Guard 
spokesman Michael De Nyse said. 
Helicopters continued the search for 
victims in the debris and the flood- 
waters that ran into the Pacific, three 
miles from the burst dam. 

State Rep. Hermina Morita, 
whose district includes the area 
where the dam failed, said a constit- 
uent who had spent the night away 
from home returned and was search- 


ing for four family members. 

There was no warning about 
the dam’s strength or the amount 
of water in the reservoir behind it, 
Morita said. 

Two schools were being used as 
emergency shelters. 

Roy Matsuda, lead forecaster at 


the Honolulu office of the National 
Weather Service, said a storm 
dumped 5 to 6 inches of rain on 
Kauai in the last 24 hours. 

The weather service issued a 
flood warning for the entire state, 
cautioning residents of the threat of 
flooding, (ap) 


Senate Considers 
Insurance Options 

WASHINGTON I Small businesses col- 
lapsing under the weight of rising 
health insurance costs would have 
greater flexibility to band together 
and offer employees scaled-down 
coverage under legislation that has 
gained new life in the Senate. 

The Senate’s Health, Education, 


Labor and Pensions Committee, led 
by Sen. Mike Enzi of Wyoming, is 
expected to approve the legislation 
Wednesday. The House has approved 
similar bills eight times. 

The administration wants to 
let small companies join together 
— based on their membership in a 
particular trade association — to 
purchase health insurance poli- 
cies exempt from state coverage 
requirements, (ap) 


Space Shuttle Launch Pushed to July 


CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. I NASA on 
Tuesday postponed the launch of 
space shuttle Discovery from May 
until at least July because of an all- 
too -familiar problem: a faulty fuel 
tank sensor. 

A similar problem briefly delayed 
last summer’s launch of Discovery 
on the first shuttle flight since the 
Columbia disaster in 2003. 

NASA said it needs the time to 
open up the spacecraft’s hydrogen 
fuel tank and replace the sensor. 
The space agency plans to replace 
the three other sensors in the tank, 
too, to be safe. 

The fuel gauges are designed to

prevent the main engines from run- 
ning too long or not long enough, 
during the climb to space. An engine 
shutdown at the wrong time could

Beating Likely Killed Teen 


Boy’s death at Fla. boot 
camp not caused by 
disease, autopsy shows 

TAMPA, FLA. I A second autopsy 
shows that a 14 -year- old boy who 
was punched and kicked by guards 
at a juvenile boot camp did not die of 
natural causes as a medical exam- 
iner initially ruled, prosecutors con- 
firmed Tuesday. 

Martin Lee Anderson was sent to 
the Bay County Sheriff s Office boot 
camp on Jan. 5 for a probation vio- 
lation. A surveillance video showed 
guards kicking and punching him 
after he collapsed while exercis- 
ing on his first day at the camp, 
and he died at a hospital early the 
next day. 

Anoted pathologist who observed 
Monday’s 12 -hour autopsy on behalf 
of Anderson’s family said it was clear 
the teen did not die from sickle cell 
trait, as the medical examiner for 
Bay County had determined, or from 
any other natural causes.

Israeli Forces Seize Jericho Prison 

Dramatic raid aimed 
at capturing militant

JERICHO, WEST BANK I Israeli troops 
using tanks, helicopters and bull- 
dozers pounded a Palestinian-run 
prison in the West Bank on Tuesday 
to seize a Palestinian militant leader 
and his accomplices in the assas- 
sination of an Israeli Cabinet min- 
ister. 

The dramatic 10 -hour standoff 
ignited an unprecedented spasm of 
violence against foreigners across 
the Palestinian areas. Aid workers, 
teachers and journalists took refuge 
at Palestinian security headquarters 
in Gaza as militants attacked offices 
linked to the U.S. and Europe, burn- 
ing cars and torching the British 
Council building in Gaza City. 

Gunmen kidnapped at least 10 
foreigners, including an American 
professor; after nightfall, three were 
still in captivity — two French cit- 
izens and a South Korean jour- 
nalist. 

Angry Palestinians blamed 
the British and Americans for 
the raid, because British monitors 
left the jail 20 minutes before the 
Israelis arrived Tuesday morning. 
Three Palestinians were killed in 
the assault. 

The assault on the jail came amid 
a breakdown in a 4 -year- old deal 
among the Palestinians, Israel, the 
United States and Britain over the 
guarding of the prisoners. British 
and American officials said they

in much of the world 

JAKARTA, INDONESIA I Secretary of 
State Condoleezza Rice courted the 
moderate brand of Islam that pre- 
vails in multiethnic Indonesia, but 
acknowledged Tuesday that U.S. for- 
eign policy is often unpopular in the 
Muslim world. 

“I understand that the United 
States has had to do things in the

much of the world,” Rice said in 
response to a question about anti- 
American sentiment that has aris- 
en since the U.S. -led invasions of 
Afghanistan and Iraq. 

Beginning a two -day visit to a 
key U.S. ally in the struggle against 
terrorism — and the world’s most 
populous Muslim nation — Rice 
said sometimes there is a “lack of 
understanding about how much the 
United States respects people of the 
Islamic faith.” 


had complained repeatedly to the 
Palestinians about security condi- 
tions at the prison and threatened in 
a letter last week — a copy of which 
was sent to Israel — to remove their 
monitoring teams if things did not 
improve. 

But Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas, cutting short a 
European trip to deal with the cri- 
sis, blamed the U.S. and the British 
for violating the agreement by with- 
drawing the monitors without tell- 
ing him. 

Incoming Prime Minister Ismail 
Haniyeh, a Hamas leader, called the 
raid “a dangerous escalation against

“We had to act to make sure 
these killers would stay under 
lock and key,” said Israeli Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Mark Regev.

Officials: War crimes

THE HAGUE, NETHERLANDS I 

Slobodan Milosevic had regular 
access to drugs and alcohol smug- 
gled into his prison cell, yet the U.N. 
war crimes tribunal failed to take 
action despite warnings, tribunal 
officials said Tuesday. 

Two officials told The Associated 
Press the unit’s prison warden had 


cautioned the tribunal president and 
registrar that as a result, Milosevic’s 
health could not be guaranteed. 

Nevertheless, they said, no action 
was taken to tighten supervision. 
The officials spoke on condition of 
anonymity because of the tribunal’s 
strict confidentiality rules. 

The officials, who had access to 
confidential reports on Milosevic’s 
incarceration, were countering alle- 
gations by Milosevic’s loyalists that 
the former Serb president was poi- 
soned or unwittingly given harmful

drugs. They said two doctors had 
concluded that Milosevic intention- 
ally took drugs that undermined the 
medicine prescribed for his heart 
ailments, in order to slow the pace 
of his war crimes trial. 

Hours earlier, Milosevic’s son 
alleged his father was murdered 
in custody. “He got killed. He 
didn’t die. He got killed. There’s a 
murder,” Marko Milosevic told AP 
Television News aboard a flight to 
the Netherlands to claim the body.

Beltway Outer Loop 
to be moved to bridge 
first, then Inner Loop 

0X0 N HILL I After six years of being 
little more than a traffic curiosity 
for passing drivers, the first of two 
new spans of a modern Woodrow 
Wilson Bridge is expected to open 
to traffic in about three months. 

“By mid-June, motorists are 
going to have a chance to drive over 
the first bridge for the first time,” 
John Undeland, a spokesman for the 
Woodrow Wilson Bridge Project, 
said Tuesday. The first traffic will 
move eastward across the bridge 
on the Outer Loop of the Capital 
Beltway. Inner Loop traffic will be 
rerouted onto the span five to six 
weeks later. 

“What we’re going to have until 
mid-2008 is a six lane bridge, just 


like we have a six lane bridge 
now,” said Undeland. But a major 
improvement motorists will notice 
quickly are the availability of emer- 
gency shoulders on either side of the 
main traffic lanes. Disabled vehi- 
cles will be able to pull onto the 
shoulders, which, in turn, should 
enable emergency vehicles to clear 
them faster. 

Compared to traffic on Interstate 
routes elsewhere in Maryland or 
Virginia, “there are many more 
sideswipe crashes and rear end 
collisions in the Wilson Bridge 
Corridor,” said Undeland. 

Since work began in October 
2000, it’s taken millions of hours 
of work by more than 1,000 contract 
construction employees to rebuild a 
7.5 mile stretch of Interstate 95 in 
Maryland and Virginia, and nearly 
complete work on the first of two

Judge: Google 
Must Release Data 


Justice Dept, asked for 
search records in bid 
to revive Web porn law 

SAN JOSE, CALIF. I A federal judge 
said Tuesday he intends to order 
Google Inc. to turn over some of its 
Internet records to the U.S. Justice 
Department, but expressed reser- 
vations about requiring the com- 
pany to divulge some of its most 
sensitive data — the actual requests 
that people enter into its popular 
search engine. 

U.S. District Judge James Ware 
told the Justice Department it can 
expect to get at least some of the 
information sought from Google 
as part of the Bush administra- 
tion’s effort to revive a law meant 
to shield children from online por- 
nography. 

But Ware stressed he was “par- 
ticularly concerned” about the 
Justice Department’s demand for 
a random sample of search requests 


entered into Google’s Internet-lead- 
ing search engine. 

The judge said he didn’t want to 
do anything to create the percep- 
tion that Internet search engines 
and other large online databases 
could become tools for government 
surveillance. 

After the 90 -minute hearing, 
Google attorney Nicole Wong said 
the company was pleased with 
Ware’s thoughtful questions. 

The Justice Department initial- 
ly wanted a breakdown of search 
requests and Web site addresses 
from Google. 

Google refused to hand over 
the information, even as three 
other major search engines turned 
over some of the requested data. 
Mountain View-based Google 
maintained the government’s 
request would intrude on its users’ 
privacy and its trade secrets. 

Google’s protests prompted 
the government to scale back its 
requests dramatically, (ap) 


New Credit Scoring System Unveiled 


NEW YORK I The nation’s three 
major consumer credit bureaus 
have created a new credit scoring 
system designed to make it easier 
for financial institutions to evaluate 
loan applications and to give con- 
sumers a better way of measuring 
their financial health. 

The credit reporting agencies — 
Equifax, Experian and TransUnion 
— announced Tuesday that they’re 
introducing “VantageScore” to 
banks, mortgage lenders and 
credit card companies immedi- 


ately. The new scores will be avail- 
able to consumers after the lender 
rollout, probably later this year. 

With the new system, a single 
methodology will be used to cre- 
ate the scores for all three credit 
bureaus, the agencies said. 

VantageScore ratings will range 
from 501 to 990. In a separate state- 
ment, Experian said the new scores 
will be grouped on “the familiar aca- 
demic scale,” with A and B being the 
best potential borrowers and D and 
F being the weakest, (ap)

Unveiling of stadium 
design reveals ballpark 
geared to match D.C. 

NATIONALS I After more fits and 
starts than a runner caught 
between bases, the nation’s capi- 
tal finally unveiled the design of a 
new Washington Nationals base- 
ball stadium Tuesday. 

“The fog has lifted and we have 
a new stadium,” proclaimed D.C. 
Mayor Anthony A. Williams. 

Drawings and models of the 
41,000 seat ballpark depict a 
modern glass and steel structure, 
clad in pale stone chosen to com- 
plement the world famous skyline 
of the nation’s capital. 

“We were looking for something 
that would make sense in D.C., 
something that would not make 
sense anywhere else,” said Joe 
Spear, the founder of HOK Sport, 
which designed the stadium. 

The ballpark’s dimensions are 
332 feet down the left-field line, 
377 to left-center, 409 to center, 
370 to right- center and 33 5 down 
the right-field line. Planners hope 
the ballpark will open for the 2008 
season, a schedule that maybe overly 
ambitious. 

“Excavation contracts have 
already been bid, and the steel mill 
order is in,” said Allen Y. Lew, chief 
executive officer of the D.C. Sports 
and Entertainment Commission.

NFL | Two star quarterbacks found 
new homes on Tuesday and two 
talented but troublesome receiv- 
ers went on the open market. 

Daunte Culpepper landed 
in Miami and 
Drew Brees in 
New Orleans, a 
few hours before 
Terrell Owens 
was released by 
Philadelphia 
and Keyshawn 
Johnson was cut 
by Dallas. For the Eagles, parting 
ways with Owens was inevitable. 
But the Cowboys’ move was unex- 
pected and is sure to fuel specula- 
tion that Owens could be headed to 
the Cowboys, where he could never 
have coexisted with Johnson, some- 
times dubbed “Me-shawn.” 

The quarterbacks played off 
each other. 

Brees, who had been considering

Miami and New Orleans, agreed to a 
six-year deal with the Saints shortly 
after the Vikings traded Culpepper 
to the Dolphins for what was report- 
ed as a second round pick. However, 
Brees’ agent, Tom Condon, said his 
client had been leaning toward the 
Saints in the last two days. 

Not only did that take the two 
experienced QBs off the market 


but raised another question: does 
New Orleans dangle the second 
pick in the draft for teams seeking 
Matt Leinart? Aaron Brooks, the 
Saints quarterback for the past five 
years, is likely to be released, adding 
another quarterback who still has 
some value to the market. 

Both Culpepper and Brees are 
coming off major injuries. 

Brees, a standout for the 
Chargers the last two seasons, 
injured his throwing shoulder in 
the team’s final game last season 
and underwent surgery. He has said 
that he expects four or five months 
of recovery but doesn’t anticipate 
any long-term effects. The Saints 
will pay him $60 million over six 
years, $10 million guaranteed. 

Culpepper threw just six touch- 
downs and had 12 interception last 
season, playing just seven games 
before he tore three ligaments in 
his knee. The Dolphins declined 
to confirm the deal although the 
Vikings announced it. “Anything we 
do is contingent on a player passing 
a medical exam,” a Miami spokes- 
man Said.

Redskins Add QB 
Collins to the Mix 


Washington continues 
to seek trade partner 
for ex-starter Ramsey 

REDSKINS I The Washington 
Redskins have signed back-up quar- 
terback Todd Collins to a two-year, 
$2.51 million contract, according 
to sources familiar with the nego- 
tiations. He received a $450,000 
signing bonus. 

Collins, 34, is an 11-year veteran 
from Michigan who spent the past 
five years as a backup in Kansas City 
to Trent Green, but hasn’t seen much 
action. He did not throw a pass last 
season and in his five years with the 
Chiefs has thrown 27 passes. 

But Collins is familiar with 
the system used by the Skins’ new 
associate head coach for offense, 
A1 Saunders. Patrick Ramsey 
remains on the Redskins’ roster 


and the team is committed to 
trading him. Ramsey had been in 
contact with the Miami Dolphins, 
who Tuesday acquired Minnesota 
quarterback Daunte Culpepper 
for a second-round pick. Ramsey 
has also met with the New York 
Jets. Oakland, which has been in 
the market for a quarterback hav- 
ing cut Kerry Collins and dropped 
out of the bidding for Culpepper, has 
not expressed interest in Ramsey, 
sources said. 

Also Tuesday, former Redskins 
starting safety Ryan Clark agreed to 
afour-year contract with Pittsburgh, 
according to his agent, Joel Turner. 
Clark, who went from obscurity to 
become a regular contributor on one 
of the NFL’s premier defenses, spoke 
with Washington for the better part 
of a year about a contract extension, 
but a deal could never be reached.

Don Cornelius talks 
about 20 years of 
‘Soul Train’ in motion 

LANDMARKS I If any business- 
man can lay claim to soul, it’s Don 
Cornelius. 

It’s in the baritone rumble of 
his ex- disc jockey’s voice, his cool- 
ly unflappable manner and, most 


of all, in his “Soul Train” franchise 
that brought a slice of black cul- 
ture and music to the snow-white 
TV landscape more than three 
decades ago. 

“We can’t make it important 
to anybody else,” Cornelius said. 
“Some of the audience we serve 
doesn’t really care about what you 
did yesterday and you have to be 
cognizant of that ... But it’s impor- 


tant to us.” 

The show’s 20th anniversary cer- 
emony, which aired in syndication 
here last weekend, starred hosts 
Vivica A. Fox and Tyrese Gibson 
and celebrated the work of artists 
in R&B, hip-hop and gospel. 

Cornelius, 69, noted that when 
“Soul Train” premiered on Chicago 
TV station WCIU in 1970, “There 
was not programming that tar- 


geted any particular ethnicity. I’m 
trying to use euphemisms here, 
trying to avoid saying there was 
no television for black folks, which 
they knew was for them.” 

“Soul Train,” with its animated- 
train opening, chugged gradually 
onto TV screens nationwide: Only 
a handful of stations initially were 
receptive to the newcomer. Johnson 
Products Co., maker of Afro Sheen 
and other hair- care goods, was its 
major sponsor. 

“When we rolled it out, there 
were only eight takers,” he recalled. 
“Which was somewhere between a 
little disappointing and a whole lot 
disappointing.” 

Audience reaction to the show 
and the high-powered talent it 
attracted helped it spread; “Soul 
Train,” now the longest-running 
show in first-run syndication (as 
opposed to network repeats), reach- 
es 85 percent of TV markets. 

Cornelius, who remains execu- 
tive producer but stepped down as 
“Soul Train” host in 1993 (Dorian 
Gregory has the job now), was 
inducted into the Broadcasting 
and Cable Hall of Fame in 1995 and 
has a star on the Hollywood Walk 
of Fame, said he remains grateful 
to the musicians who made “Soul 
Train” the destination for the best 
and latest in black music. 

The show remains vibrant 
because the songs are, he said. 

“I figured as long as the music 
stayed hot and important and good, 
that there would always be a rea- 
son for ‘Soul Train,”’ Cornelius said.

The Lee and Nancy of the ’00s 


Mark Lanegan and 
Isobel Campbell make 
a fine retro pairing 

MUSIC I Isobel Campbell and 
Mark Lanegan — the former 
cellist/vocalist of Scottish indie 
pop band Belle & Sebastian and 
the former frontman of Seattle 
grunge group Screaming Trees, 
respectively — seem an unlikely pop 
pairing. Their debut disc “Ballad 
of the Broken Seas” (V2), has gar- 
nered favorable U.K. notice invari- 


ably referencing Nancy Sinatra and 
Lee Hazlewood in keeping with 
Campbell’s acknowledged debt to 
the classic 1960s duo. 

But Campbell-Lanegan is much 
darker stuff, minus their role mod- 
els’ vocal sparkle and soul. Song 
titles “Black Mountain” (sung solo by 
Campbell) and “The False Husband” 
hint at typically bleak subject mat- 
ter, the latter track resembling a por- 
tentous Angelo Badalamenti-David 
Lynch collaboration. In such context, 
the voices juxtapose well: Lanegan’s 
tired, Leonard Cohen-like low mur-

mur and Campbell’s high, feathery 
whisper. 

She borders on intolerably cute 
in her breathy counterpoint to 
Lanegan’s lead on an alt- country

But she has an undeniable 
charm, and the songs have spar- 
ing, acoustic-oriented arrangements 
that are certainly pretty enough. 
Best is “Honey Child What Can I 
Do? ” which is buttressed by a string 
orchestration recalling an Elmer 
Bernstein western score.

Vin Diesel 
Powers Up 


The action-flick star 
is spoiling to show 
his serious chops 

M A D E M A N | The man who made “12 
Angry Men,” “Serpico ,” “Network” 
and “Dog Day Afternoon” clearly 
sees something more in action star 
Vin Diesel than most people do. 

For his first film since 1999’s 
“Gloria,” director Sidney Lumet cast 
Diesel to star in “Find Me Guilty,” 
the story of Lucchese crime fami- 
ly member Jackie DiNorscio, who 
staged a sort of standup- comic rou- 
tine defending himself at a mam- 
moth mob trial in the late 1980s. 

Diesel started as a serious stage 
actor in New York City, yet movie 
fans tend to think of him as the 
brooding bruiser of “The Fast and 
the Furious.” 

He made his own way early on, 
writing, directing and starring in a 
short film that played at the Cannes 
Film Festival and doing the same 
for a feature that made it into the 
Sundance Film Festival, yet people 


think of Diesel as that reckless agent 
blowing things up in “XXX.” 

For the 38 -year-old Diesel, “Find 
Me Guilty” is a maneuver to help 
carve out a career that will keep him 
acting well beyond the usual expi- 
ration date of action heroes. 

“‘Find Me Guilty’ protects the 
career 20 years from now,” Diesel 
said. “Which is why you say, ‘No, 
I’m not going to do the big action 
film. I’m going to do this little thing 
which is all Sidney. No money, just 
Sidney.” 

As DiNorscio, Diesel plays a 
character about 10 years older than 
he is. Diesel packed on 30 pounds 
of flab and underwent two hours of 
makeup a day to resemble the over- 
weight DiNorscio, who was serving 
a 30 -year sentence on drug charges 
when he decided to act as his own 
lawyer at the racketeering trial of 
21 Lucchese associates. 

“We all have a prejudice about 
action films. It’s sort of like, if they ’re 
beautiful and blonde, she can’t act, 
and we should know better by now,” 
Lumet said, david germain (ap)

A Cheap Aston Is Still an Aston 



Trying to make a more affordable Aston Martin may be missing the point, butthe 
new V8 Vantage manages to pull off keeping in the brand’s line of legitimate luxury. 


The V8 Vantage may 
chip off the mystique, 
but it’s still top-notch 

The V8 Vantage ushers in the era of 
the affordable Aston Martin, which 
seems like cognac-in-a-box or fast- 
food truffles — a rare and exclusive 
thing awkwardly commodified. 

Not that $120,000 isn’t a lot of 
quid, or squid, or whatever they 
use for money in England. But 
Aston Martins have always been 
statement cars, and with the V8 
Vantage that statement seems to 
be, “I can’t afford the DB9.” 

If only you’d dumped that Google 
stock when you had the chance. 

What’s at stake here is the frag- 
ile, don’t-breathe-on-it delicacy of 
Aston’s mystique, which for most of 
its 91-year history has been rooted in 
a kind of tragic heroism. The com- 
pany has been in receivership seven 
times — now there’s financial plan- 
ning you can relate to — stagger- 
ing from one crisis to another while 
occasionallyproducingextraordinary 
cars. Aston Martin’s brand mythos 
was built on selling a handful of 
pretty, and pretty unreliable, cars 
at unspeakable prices. Now that’s 
conspicuous consumption. 

Fast forward to 2006. Aston 


Martin has been transformed into 
a real, honest-to-God car company. 
But what of the marque’s doomed 
gallantry, its reputation as the 
Masada of the car industry? Can 
Aston Martin’s mystique survive 
success? Oh well. 

The V8 Vantage sure is a look- 
er. If crossbows fired bolts of mol- 
ten envy, this is what the projectile 
would look like. Deep in its stance, 
malevolently wide and low with a 
squinting greenhouse, the car is so 
dastardly looking it should be twirl- 
ing a mustache. 

At night, when the headlamps’ 
star-white LED marker lights and 
lava-red LED tail lamps are aglow, 
the mere sight of the V8 -V will knock

Why would anyone pony up for 


the Aston? Because you’re not like- 
ly to see five others at the Beverly 
Hills Whole Foods. Astons are still 
special, rare, exotic, devoutly to be 
cherished. Like funny Lutherans. 
Aston’s vainglorious compensations 
come by the tankerfull. 

Not to say the Aston is a dog: It 
has the spark and bite of a proper 
sports car. It’s quick but by no means 
overpowering. But it is effortlessly 
driveable, well-rounded and com- 
plete, pulling hard in every gear. 

Once you cipher the embedded 
aluminum handle, swing the door 
open (it tilts up slightly on its hinge) 
and square your butt into the deep- 
socketed leather seat — which seems 
to close around you like Kong’s fin- 
gers clutching Naomi Watts — you’ll 
find a lovely interior, serenely tech- 
nical and focused.

I need to replace the small light 
bulbs in my Nissan that make the 
buttons for heater, air, etc. glow at 
night.

Players search for 
plastic treasure in 
a GPS-driven game 

“Do we go right?” Jack Ogborn asks 
his partner, Shirley O’Connell, as 
they hike up a dirt trail at the 
base of the Verdugo Mountains in 
Glendale, Calif., north of down- 
town Los Angeles. O’Connell eyes 
a hand-held global positioning sys- 
tem device that tells her their quar- 
ry is a few yards away and to the 
left. They stop when they reach the 
coordinates displayed on the tiny 
GPS screen and root through weeds 
and shrubs. 

“I found it!” Ogborn says, pull- 
ing out a container filled with plas- 
tic toys. 

It’s a “geocache.” 

Geocaching is a hobby that com- 
bines hiking and treasure hunting 
with hand-held global positioning 
system devices. 

“Cachers,” as they are called, hide 
waterproof containers — caches 
— and mark the exact locations 
with GPS coordinates posted on 
the Internet. Other cachers get 
the coordinates, punch the num- 
bers into GPS receivers and follow 


converts are made in December, 
January and February because 
people who receive GPS units as 
Christmas gifts discover that the 
hand-held devices have recreation- 
al uses beyond locating the nearest 
Starbucks. But geocaching is not as 
simple as following directions from 
a GPS unit, which is accurate to 
within 10 feet at best. At the satel- 
lite coordinates, a cache might be 
placed inside a fake rock, a plastic 
apple, a faux bird nest, even a knot 


in an oak tree. A cache can be as 
big as a car battery or as small as a 
pencil eraser. 

Cachers track the birth of the 
hobby to May 1, 2000, the day 
President Clinton signed legislation 
giving the public access to extremely 
accurate satellite signals previous- 
ly reserved for the military. Within 
days, computer- savvy adventurers 
began posting Internet GPS coor- 
dinates for hidden treasures. 

Today, geocaching has about 1 


million players worldwide, enthusi- 
asts in search of more than 222,000 
caches in 219 countries, according 
to Geocaching.com, a leading geo- 
caching Web site. 

The hobby is not without con- 
troversy. Local, state and national 
park officials have mixed feelings 
about geocaching. 

Rangers say some cachers dam- 
age parkland by wandering off trails 
and slogging through vegetation. 
A park ranger at Mojave National

Preserve uncovered a cache in 
an American Indian archeologi- 
cal site. 

For Steve O’Gara, an aero- 
space worker from Agoura Hills, 
the count is crucial. He ranks third 
in the world with more than 7,000 
uncovered caches, an achievement 
he attributes to “power caching.” If 
O’Gara can’t find a cache within 
seven minutes, he moves on. 

“If you don’t find it in seven 
minutes, you are not going to find 
it,” he says. To cut his search time 
he has forced his four-wheel- drive 
Jeep over hiking trails, sidewalks 
and public parkland. 

“I have no qualms about taking 
my Jeep over bushes,” he says. 

Park officials suggest that 
cachers take part in an alterna- 
tive pastime called “virtual cach- 
ing.” Instead of searching for 
treasure, cachers follow GPS coor- 
dinates to a “virtual prize,” a sce- 
nic view or a landmark.

‘Da Vinci Code’

Isn’t this just a case of plaintiffs 
going after Mr. Brown’s deep pock- 
ets? 

Of course. Do you think that 
they will sue a person who sold 
only five books at the local village 
fete! Actually there were settlement 
discussions but Random House, the 
publishers, are doing so well from 
the sales of both books (they are the 
publishers for both books) that they 
want the publicity to run and run! 

I don’t understand the problem. The 
idea — of Jesus having been mar- 
ried — has been circulating for a 
longtime. No one owns that idea. 

You are right. If it was just that 
idea, there is no way that Baigent 
and Leigh would be bringing this 
case. They say that there are about 
15 detailed ideas which Brown has 
copied. They say that he has taken 
the “architecture” of their book (in 
the same way that a novelist might 
take the plot of another book). It is 
often said that copyright does not 
subsist in an idea but in the expres- 
sion of ideas. However, the line is 
often hard to draw. Certainly, one 
can infringe copyright in a novel by 
taking a plot but the plot would have 
to be detailed and original and not 
trite and commonplace. 

Seems like a big publicity stunt 
to me, but so long as it is tops in 
peoples’ minds, then there would 


seem to be any number of addition- 
al works that could profit from the 
controversy. I’d like to see the list of 
sources Brown cites. 

Brown has cited 38 books and 
200 documents as his inspiration. 
But his wife does the research and she 
is not giving evidence. I doubt if the 
trial is that interesting once it is over. 

Why is the trial being held in 
England? 

Leigh and Baigent live in U.K. 
and have done for many years 
although one is a Kiwi (New 
Zealander) and the other comes 
from your neck of the woods. Trials 
for copyright infringement in U.K. 
are without juries which they may 
have preferred. Also, you can recover 
costs if you win against the unsuc- 
cessful party. 

Has “Da Vinci” book sold as well 
in the Britain as it has in the U.S.? 

Do people talk about Brown’s book 
around the British version of the 
water cooler (the teapot)? 

Yes. It has been a roaring suc- 
cess. We talk about it the whole 
time whilst drinking tea, eating 
scones and doing Monty Python 
impersonations!

with a laugh. 

To save money, time and energy, 
more couples have been turning to 
do-it-yourself divorces. It’s been an 
option for years, but it’s gotten eas- 
ier and more widespread as more 
online resources have become 
available. 

Divorce filing costs, rules and 
practices vary greatly by state. But 
divorce attorney Sharyn Sooho said 


in Middlesex County, Mass., where 
she practices, about a third of all 
divorcing couples are now doing 


so without lawyers. 

Of course, some divorces can be 
messy, and even in the most ami- 



cable splits are rarely cut- and- dry. 
So how should a divorcing couple 
decide whether to hire attorneys? 

First, if there’s any disagree- 
ment over assets or doubt that a 
spouse is being forthcoming, a law- 
yer will most likely be necessary. 
Also, even a couple that’s splitting 
amicably should take a look at their 
shared property. If a couple owns 
any big or hard-to-value asset, 
an attorney may need to inter- 
vene to help decide how to allo- 
cate it, says Alan Kopit, chairman 
of the American Bar Association’s 
division for public education and 
partner at Hahn Loeser & Parks 
LLP in Cleveland. 

If a couple has a child, a do-it- 
yourself divorce is only feasible if 
you agree with your spouse on cus- 
tody, visitation and guardianship 
issues. Even so, it’s helpful to at least 
seek the advice of a lawyer. 

“It’s comforting to me that it 
wasn’t [dragged] through the pro- 
verbial divorce courthouse mud,” 
said Justin Massey, who filed for 
divorce sans lawyer. “If you want 
to maintain that respect for your 
marriage, it’s a great path for that.”
